Jeff 
Kurta of Ironwood, Ml; Virginia Kowal of 
Wallington, NJ; and Rick Stoner of E. Lansing, Ml 
were the only ones to correctly guess the title of 
this 1958 film. Kevin E. Hoxsey of Mt. Morris, Ml 
guessed the "nifty shot" as being from the "great 
flick", FIRST MAN INTO SPACE. It was a good 
guess, so Kevin gets to see his name in print 
anyway. 

I hadn’t seen this film in probably over 30 years 
until it recently was shown on one of the Turner 
stations. But, I still remember viewing this film on 
the flickering portable black and white television, 
late at night, by myself in my own basement 
apartment while the relatives I was staying with 
slept upstairs...SCARY! 

If you were lucky enough to be a movie patron in 
1958 you would have been able to see this movie 
at your local drive-in or theatre on a double bill 
with IT! THE TERROR FROM BEYOND SPACE 
(last seen in issue #1). Both screenplays were 
written by Jerome Bixby, a real science fiction 
writer. Just imagine, you could have seen a 
monster from Mars and a 2000 year old stone 
monster for 25 or 35$ on the big screen. 

This Vogue Picture was released by United 
Artists in basic black and white and contains an 
eerie driving soundtrack that really adds to the 
“scare" factor. As soon as the credits start to roll 
you get to see the monster (no waiting till the last 
5 or 10 minutes like in some other films) lying on 
a pedestal with arms raised upward. "The 
startling narrative of the Faceless Man begins on 
June 3rd of this year (2000 years after the city of 
Pompeii ceased to exist, destroyed by the 
volcanic eruption of Mt. Vesuvius), when a gold

It was Christmas. 1963. I was five years old and already 
addicted to monsters. CHILLER THEATRE, a late-night TV 
monster movie show hosted by Dr. Ygor. had introduced 
me to Frankenstein. Dracula and many other creatures of 
the night. (Typical CHILLER THEATRE banter.. .Plasma. 
Ygor’s hunchbacked assistant: "Dr. Ygor. Dr. Ygor. there's 
a worm in the hole in my head!" Ygor: "Don't waste it, it's 
meat!") There was nothing I wanted to find under the tree 
more than an Aurora plastic model kit of the Mummy. And 
there was a box under the tree just the right size. And if I 
picked it up and shook it. it sounded like a model kit. And 
it was. Only it wasn't the Mummy. ..it was Superman. And 
that was okay, but damnit. (yes. he's gonna say it!) I 
wanted my Mummy. My parents, you see. thought that I 
was too young for such a scary item, and had even written 
a bogus "letter from Santa" explaining why I wasn't ready 
for monsters. My parents claim not to remember this 
incident, but all these years later, its crystal clear to me. 

But all was not lost. I soon had my Mummy kit... and 
Frankenstein... and the Wolfman..,and Dracula and many 
more. There are even old family photos that show that my 
parents were pretty generous with the model kits a few 
Christmases later. Looking at the pictures. I can see 
Godzilla, the Guillotine and Wolfman's Wagon all sharing 
space under the Christmas tree with G.l. Joe and Johnny 
West. Rat Finks and Weird-Ohs soon joined the movie 
monsters in my ever-expanding model collection. 

But all that is left of those kits are my memories and those 
pictures. Like most kids who built those kits back then. I 
ended up trashing them not long after they were 
assembled, They made great BB gun targets, you know. 
Sigh. 

But all is not lost. Those kits live again. Collectors of 
monster kits can now subscribe to several magazines 
devoted to the hobby (MODEL AND TOY COLLECTOR 
and KIT BUILDERS AND GLUE SNIFFERS) Bill 
Bruegman has written an exceptional AURORA HISTORY 
AND PRICE GUIDE. The original kits are out there on the 
collectors market, with prices ranging from fifteen to twenty 
bucks for a built-up Frankenstein to fifteen-hundred bucks 
(youch!) for GIGANTIC FRANKENSTEIN 




(aka: BIG FRANKIE) unbuilt in its original box. 


And thanks to the folks at Monogram models, five of the 
monster kits have been re-released as part of their 
LUMINATORS neon-plastic line (Frankenstein, Mummy, 
Dracula, Wolfman, and new-for-’92, the Phantom of the 
Opera). Hit ’em with a base coat of primer, and it’s just like 
building the original kits.. .for a fraction of the collectors’ market 
price (check your Kay-Bee Toy store... I’ve found these kits 
discounted to five bucks there!) Bootleg recasts of the rarer 
out-of-production kits can be found floating around, most in 
the $75 - $125 range (expensive, yes, but it beats $200 to 
$1500 for unbuilt originals). And new kits are available from 
a variety of companies. Just about every movie monster you 
can think of now has a model kit version. Some are limited 
edition "garage kits" in resin that sell for $100 and up... others 
are mass-produced vinyl kits that go for $25-$50. Horizon has 
just announced that they will be adding four more Universal 
Studios monsters (Frankenstein, Mummy, Wolfman and the 
Creature) to their line of vinyl kits. Billiken USA offers a great 
selection of 1950’s SF monsters (their Japanese branch has 
produced incredible Universal monster kits, largely 
unavailable here, except at high collector’s prices). 

So what are you waiting for? Get your glue and your paint 
(try acrylics, far superior to enamels for modeling) and make 
like Dr. Frankenstein...build your own scary monsters.

SAN ANGELO, CALIFORNIA- 

Hello again readers of SCARY MONSTERS. I was 
recently at my local library doing research for the 
magazine. I thought I’d see if I could find any newspaper 
clippings or articles relating to cool Sci-Fi or Horror films 
of the past, when I happened upon an old newspaper 
clipping from the fifties. It appeared in the SAN ANGELO 
NEWS of Southern California. The reporter whose name 
was Cochran, had reported on a meteor crashing in the 
desert outside of San Angelo.

GUNN), Les Tremayne (WAR OF THE WORLDS, 
SLIME PEOPLE, ANGRY RED PLANET and THE 
MONSTER FROM PIEDRAS BLANCAS) and 
William Schallert (MAN FROM PLANET X and the 
father on THE PATTY DUKE SHOW).

Senor Jimmy Ryan (Guy Madison), an American from Texas, 
along with Felipe Sanchez (Carlos Rivas) own a cattle ranch 
near Hollow Mountain. Their cattle have been mysteriously 
disappearing and one is found in the quicksand right in the 
shadow of the evil Hollow Mountain. The silly legend of the 
Hollow Mountain monster is dismissed and Enrique Rios 
(Eduardo Noriega), a rival rancher who has openly disliked the 
American/Mexican ranching operation, is suspected. 

As our western, "Cisco The Kid Meets The Big Beast" 
continues: We get to meet Sarita (Patricia Medina), Enrique’s 
fiancee who ultimately falls for Senor Jimmy; Don Pedro (Julio 
Villareal), Sarita’s father; Pancho (Pascual Garcia Pena) 


and Pachito (Mario Navarro). Jimmy and Felipe survive the 
loss of their superstitious ranch hands, loss of their credit and 
the loss of their cattle.

When last we met, Glenn Manning The Amazing Colossal 
Man had been knocked into the swirling waters of Boulder 
Dam (as pictured below and on last issues back cover). The 
sixty foot giant man ended up surviving the fall, much to the 
relief of giant monster fans everywhere. Glenn comes back 
looking more like a monster than ever before! The Army 
Colonel that was turned into a giant "BABE-EE" (that’s what 
my daughter, Nicole, calls him everytime she looks at the one 
sheet poster for THE AMAZING COLOSSAL MAN in issue #3) 
now comes complete with a missing eye, rearranged teeth, 
cauliflower ear, assorted scars and the same diaper. The 
giant is played by Dean Parkin this time out and Mr. BIG 


(Bert I. Gordon) returns to direct, produce, write the story and 
do the special effects for this 1958 American International 
picture. 

WAR OF THE COLOSSAL BEAST begins with a truck racing 
through the countryside driven by a scared young boy. The 
young boy runs the truck into a shallow pond, jumps out and 
runs off screaming. We now find out we are in Guavos, 
Mexico. Mr. John Swanson (George Becwar) who runs a 
local gun club has arrived at the police station to report his 
missing green truck that was full of groceries. Sgt. Luis 
Murillo (Rico Alaniz) asks Swanson for a description of the 
driver. 






The Sergeant brings Swanson across the street to the hospital 
to identify Miguel (Robert Hernandez) who is lying in bed in 
shock. Miguel is identified as the driver of the truck so the 
two drive to the area he was found in to investigate further. 
The tire tracks made by the truck are found going into the 
shallow water but, the truck is gone. It looks like someone 
picked up the truck and carried it off leaving no other tire 
tracks. 


and Major Baird (Roger Pace) arrive in Guavos to investigate. 

The Americans and the Police Sergeant travel to the site of 
the tire tracks and this time Sgt. Murillo finds a giant human 
footprint. They figure that the giant could be hiding in the 
mountains and go to investigate. In the mountains they find 
the wreckage of another truck but it is starting to get dark out 
so they leave. 


The story of the strange disappearance makes the TV news 
in Los Angeles and Joyce Manning (Sally Fraser), Glenn’s 
sister, believes it could mean that her brother is still alive. 
She gets in touch with Swanson, finds out about Miguel and 
leaves for Mexico right away. Joyce arrives in Mexico and 
insists on staying in the room with Miguel, in case he should 
awaken. The boy wakes up screaming and shouting 
“Hombron", which Sgt. Murillo tells Joyce means ogre. She 
quickly notifies the authorities in the states and Dr. Carmichael 
(Russ Bender) 


The Major notifies the Mexican military to be on alert but 
Joyce convinces the Major to go back to the site with her to 
search for Glenn before the Military get involved. They find 
Swanson’s truck and finally the growling, roaring beast enters 
the picture shaking a truck (as pictured on page 20 of our last 
issue and the inside front cover of issue #2). 

Since the Colossal Beast is hijacking the trucks to obtain food, 
Dr. Carmichael comes up with a plan to set a trap for Glenn 
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with a truck-load of drugged loaves of bread. The Doctor, 
Major and Sergeant head toward the mountains to bait the 
beast. The Colossal Beast takes the bait and the three jump 
out of the truck and escape behind the rocks (as pictured on 
page 17). 

Glenn is knocked out, captured and flown to the United 
States. The only problem is none of the government 
departments want to accept the responsibility of caring for the 
giant. The Mayor of Los Angeles won’t let the circling plane 
land. Major Baird finally convinces the Mayor to let the plane 
land and the Major agrees to take full responsibility for 


keeping the giant in line. The beast will be stored in a large 
hanger at the airport until the government can decide what to 
do with him. Glenn is tied down on a large mattress, tossing 
and turning, remembering the past events that led to the 
creation of The Amazing Colossal Man. The ropes finally 
break and the Colossal Beast is loose at the airport (as 
pictured above). After viewing some nice shots of the 
Colossal Beast walking around, exploring and doing some 
minor destruction, he is brought down by some gas. 
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The groggy beast is now chained to the mattress after his 
attempted escape. An examination is done to see if he has 
amnesia and he shows no signs of remembering who he was. 
The government finally decided to ship him to an uninhabited 
island where he will be supplied with food to survive. That 
night he kills Dr. Carmichael and escapes again. The 
Colossal Beast is now loose in Los Angeles. 

Glenn is finally spotted in Griffith Park. The military and police 
rush to the scene. Roadblocks are set up, the light from 
searchlights fill the night sky and people are evacuated from 
the area. A busload of high school students are just leaving

Glenn remembers her at last, calls out her 
name JOYCE, then walks, grabs the nearby power lines 
and disintegrates, vanishes or perhaps falls out of our view for 
the full color "Fourth of July" conclusion (see SCARY MOVIE 
VIEW on INVASION EARTH for more info).

Since TEENAGE FRANKENSTEIN is now available on 
tape from RCA/COLUMBIA PICTURES HOME VIDEO it 
wasn’t a tough decision to decide what available copy of 
the movie to view. So, I hopped into my ’57 Chevy (just 
dreamin’) and drove to the nearest Blockbuster Video to 
find this 1957 AIP classic in the Drive-In movie section, of 
course. 


The setting for viewing the movie was perfect; the dark 
evening sky contained rain, thunder and lightning. I 
looked forward to seeing the trailers from I WAS A 
TEENAGE FRANKENSTEIN, BLOOD OF DRACULA, 
EARTH VS. THE SPIDER and HOW TO MAKE A 
MONSTER but, the tape contained the trailers for the first 
releases of the "Drive-in Classics", MACHINE GUN 
KELLY, IT CONQUERED THE WORLD, FEMALE 
JUNGLE and I WAS A TEENAGE WEREWOLF. Oh, 
well...enjoyable just the same. Apparently in order to 
present us with the most complete version of I WAS A 
TEENAGE FRANKENSTEIN, RCA/COLUMBIA obtained 
the British version of the film called TEENAGE 
FRANKENSTEIN from the Arkoff Archives. This version 
of the film contains the British Board of Censors certificate 
at the beginning of the film passing the film for exhibition 
when no child under 16 is present and also contains the 
seldom seen climax in full color. The tape is 
approximately 72 minutes long in beautiful black and white 
and color. When you think about it, the title "Teenage 
Frankenstein" describes the movie better since the story 
isn’t from the monster’s point of view anyway.

The RCA/COLUMBIA press release describes TEENAGE 
FRANKENSTEIN as follows: "Professor Frankenstein 
(Whit Bissell. "I Was a Teenage Werewolf') is sure he can 
avoid the mistakes of his infamous ancestors and 
successfully create life. He is wrong (of course), as his 
teenage Frankie is out "working the nerves" of more than 
a few beautiful campus coeds. This monster film 
redefined horror as one of the first of its day to display 
hacked-up limbs. Directed by A.I.P. regular Herbert L. 
Strock. Co-starring Phyllis Coates. Robert Burton and 
Gary Conway. Screenplay by Kenneth Langtry. 
Produced by Herman Cohen." 


This updating of the classic Frankenstein story takes 
place in 1950’s California. Professor Frankenstein is a 
visiting Doctor/Professor from England lecturing at a 
California University. On his travels through our country 
he has been acquiring the necessary equipment for his 
experiment. His combination laboratory and morgue set 
up in the basement now has the necessary electrical 
equipment to begin. The mad professor's lab even has 
an alligator in a pit for disposal of those unusable parts or 
maybe meddling people. 

As Frankenstein begins to tell his reluctant assistant 
Doctor Carlton (Robert Burton) his grand plans for a 
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youthful and perfectly obedient specialty built person that he 
will control, two carloads of teenagers conveniently crash in 
front of the house. The Professor and Carlton quickly obtain 
one of the bodies that was thrown from the car into the 
bushes and bring it to the laboratory. The teenager is quite 
dead and has a smashed face. His useless limbs are sawed 
off and fed to the alligator. A few days later a plane crashes 
carrying some teenage athletes enabling the Professor to 
obtain the arms of a wrestler and the legs of a football star to 
complete his "TEENAGE FRANKENSTEIN". The monster 
(Gary Conway) is now brought to life via electricity but his 
smashed face is wrapped in bandages for the moment to build 


up our anticipation of seeing the "Scary Monster" (it’s an old 
monster movie trick). 

Meanwhile, Margaret (Phyllis Coates), the Professor’s fiancee, 
is tired of Frankenstein spending all day in the laboratory and 
all night working on his notes so, she has a key made for the 
laboratory to see what is really going on. She enters the 
laboratory and opens one of the drawers in the morgue-like 
setup and our muscular mummy-faced monster sits up. 
Margaret quickly leaves in fright. 

On the monster scene, the monster has learned to talk and 
obey his master to some extent. His bandages are finally 
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FRANKENSTEIN’S DAUGHTER 
(see pages 22 and 23)

taken off to show him why he can’t leave the basement 
laboratory like he wants to. However, TEENAGE 
FRANKENSTEIN does escape after the Professor forgets to 
close the laboratory door. The monster staggers and walks 
Frankenstein-like through the neighborhood till he sees a 
blond woman through a window. He crashes through the 
window and strangles her then runs down the hallway of the 
apartment past the frightened neighbors. 


Margaret tells Professor Frankenstein about her spying and 
offers to keep his secrets. Around this same time the 
Professor reads the newspaper reports about the 
neighborhood killing. The professor figures out that the 
monster was the killer and then convinces him to strangle 
Margaret (fresh food for the alligator) to keep his secret. 


As a reward for his obedience the Professor and the monster 
drive out to lovers’ lane (as pictured on the inside front cover 
of issue # 3) to shop for a new face. 


The now happy, handsome man-made-monster spends his 
time admiring himself in a mirror until the Professor and Dr. 
Carlton try to strap him on the operating table. The monster, 
sensing something is wrong, goes into a rage. (The 
Professors’ plan is to cut the monster apart and smuggle him 
back to England in various shipping crates for re-assembling) 
strangles the Professor and throws him to the alligator. Dr. 
Carlton escapes and returns with the police just in time for the 
TEENAGE FRANKENSTEIN to back into an electric panel and 
get electrocuted in color. 


Dr. Carlton ends the film with this statement that I’m sure 
lovers of "Scary Monsters” will agree with, "I’ll never forget his 
face after the accident...NEVER!" 


And I’ll never forget this classic good/bad monster movie 
where we got to meet a TEENAGE FRANKENSTEIN. Plans 
are underway to remake, I WAS A TEENAGE WEREWOLF, 
perhaps we’ll get to meet another TEENAGE 
FRANKENSTEIN in the near future.

Gerra, a small fishing village in Sicily, is where 
this classic monsterpiece begins. A group of 
fishermen are on their way home when they hear 
a strange sound. They look up to the sky and 
see a bizarre looking aircraft (actually a 
spaceship) heading for the ocean. Before they 
can do anything, the ship crashes right into the 
ocean (a marvelous Ray Harryhausen effect, the 
first of many to be seen in this film). The men 
decide to search the ship to see if anyone had 
survived. They find two survivors, but before they 
can find any more the ship sinks deep into the 
water. Later that same day, a small capsule 
washes up on the shore and one of the 
fishermen’s young sons, Pepe, picks it up and 
figures he can make a few bucks off of it by 
selling it to kindly, old Dr. Leonardo. So Doc Leo 
(as we'll call him) buys it off of young Pepe. He 
later opens the capsule and he finds that there is 
a big block of goo that resembles the Blob and it 
appears to have a small dark figure contained in 
it. 

The survivors of the crash, Dr. Sharman and Col. 
Calder lie unconscious in the Gerra hospital with 
Doc Leo's granddaughter, Marisa, watching over 
them. All ol a sudden, Calder wakes up and so 
does Sharman who is horribly scarred and in a lot 
of pain, thanks to the crash. Marisa explains to 
them where they are and what happened but 
before anything else can happen, Sharman dies. 

Back at Doc Leo's trailer home, Marisa comes 
back only to see the blob open up and a little 
creature that resembles a little dinosaur with a 
human torso pop out and start to walk around on 
the table. Of course, Marisa starts to scream 
(who wouldn't?) and then Doc Leo comes back 
and puts the little creature in a cage outside and 
decides he has to find out where Pepe got the 
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capsule. When he finds out that It came from the ocean 
where the ship had crashed a couple ol days earlier, he 
really knows there is going to be trouble. He expects 
even more trouble the next morning when he finds that 
the creature has grown much bigger. 

Soon the military with the help ol Calder begin their 
search lor the creature which we find out is from Venus, 
where it was so hot that several ere w members died. So, 
they look the creature (we'll call him the Ymir as Ray 
Harryhausen named him from now on) back to Earth to 
find out how it could live in such a hot place. But the 
Earth’s weird atmosphere is making the Ymir grow at an 
accelerated pace. Later that night, Doc Leo finds that the 
creature is now as tall as a man and it tries to attack 
Marisa and then BOOM! it escapes and in no time the 
military and Calder are in hot pursuit ol it. As the Ymir 
roams the countryside, it frightens several horses, cattle, 
sheep, chicken, etc. When he (SHE?) enters a bam a 
small dog (small at least to the Ymir) attacks him, but he 
easily dispatches the poor dog. Soon the military burst in 
with their guns a blazin' but even they can't stop the 
mighty Ymir. When a farmer throws a pitch fork into the 
Ymir's back he is almost killed by the crazed creature but 
instead ol wasting his time with the farmer he decides it 
is time to escape into the world and he does just that 


That night, Calder suggests to the other men that they 
could drop an electrically charged net earned by two 
helicopters on the beast and zap him unconscious. 

The next morning they try out the net and sure enough it 
works and they are, ol course, all extremely happy Dial 
they've finally got the dreadful monster captured, or so 
they think. They then bring the Ymir to Rome to run 
some experiments on him. But, a terrible thing happens 
as a malfunction in the lab equipment causes the beast to 
arise and, ol course, escape into the streets ol Rome for 
some good old destruction while everyone in the city runs 
screaming down the streets to escape the deadly wralh ol 
the Ymir. When he's not destroying the beautiful 
buildings in Rome and stomping on the people, he finds 
time to do battle with an elephant at the local zoo and 
throw it onto ifs helpless trainer. What he basically does 
is create a living hell for the people of Rome. But ..does 
the military catch the crazed creature or is mankind 
doomed? 

Well, you should know that I'm not going to tell you what 
happens, but ifs pretty obvious. Ifs all lots ol lun and 
hey, who doesn't like to watch a giant dinosaur-like 
creature (shades of GODZILLA and every other Japanese 
monster movie ever made) running amuck and destroying 


buildings, cars, people, animals, etc... especially when the 
creature was created by the legendary stop motion 
animator Ray Harryhausen. And the Ymir is definitely one 
of Harryhausen's finest creations. The way the Ymir 
moves, everything about it is great. Ifs so life-like. You 
will think it is actually alive when you see this movie (and 
you will SEE THIS MOVIE!!!) and the scene in which Ymir 
wrestles with the elephant is truly marvelous and 
completely believable. 

Besides the amazing special effects work, the cast is 
excellent, especially William Hopper as Col. Calder, the 
survivor/hero ol the film. Also the direction ol the film by 
Nathan Juran is fantastic. By the way, Juran should be 
a familiar name to all you scary monster fans out there. 
Well, if he isn't, let me refresh your memory; he is the 
director ol several great Sci-Fi/Horror films that youve 
probably all seen such as: ATTACK OF THE 50 FOOT 
WOMAN (1950), THE BRAIN FROM PLANET AROUS 
(1950), 7TH VOYAGE OF SINBAD (also 1950). In this 
film he reteamed with Harryhausen and the producer of 
20 Million.. .Charles H. Schneer, to produce another 
amazing film. BOY, was Juran busy in '50.

The aliens decide to start 
their reign of terror at the local movie theater where several of 
Dead Rock’s citizens are enjoying a Science Fiction Film 
Festival. As the crowd of drunks, punks, dorks, nuns, 


youngsters and oldsters enjoy classic scenes from some of the 
greatest sci-fi flicks ever made, the aliens take them over one by 
one. But the other people in the theater don’t seem to mind 
because they are so hooked on the films (Hey, who wouldn’t be 
hooked on these great films). First, they start with the grumpy 
manager of the theater, Mr. Davar, and then they go on to the 
mean spirited usher and so on and so on.

In 
the bizarre climax, the aliens accelerate the speed of the films 
that the audience are watching in order to control the rest of the 
audience that has not already been taken over. When this does 
not work, they unleash a giant creature (who resembles the 
beast from THE BEAST WITH A MILLION EYES poster that 
hangs on the wall of the theater) that comes crashing through 
the theater and consumes several members of the audience, 
while the others run for their lives. I’m not going to give away 
the ending of this surprisingly enjoyable film but, lets say the 
world is saved, well sorta. I guess you’ll just have to rent the 
movie.

FRANKENSTEIN, INVISIBLE MAN, HUNCHBACK and PHANTOM to name a 
lew others. 

In issue #2, 1 decided to look at all the Universal Monster products released over 
the last year rather than to look at the movies themselves. We’ll look at the 
movies in a future issue. The last article was based on personal observation 
and was by no means a complete listing. We received many letters telling us 
about items I had seen but forgot to indude and items I had not seen. The only 
real way to update the listing was to go right to the source. Mr. Michael Malone 
of Universal Studios helped me get started and them some ol the manufacturers 
ol these quality products buried me in their information. At first I thought we'd 
get almost 100% response from the manufacturere...But, as I type these words 
only one week remains till deadline and only a little over one quarter of the 
manufacturers have responded to our letters. We will first cover the companies 
who were kind enough to respond with photographs, catalogs and other

information. Then, we will mention the other products 
featuring Universal Monsters that we did not receive 
information on. 

I have to admit my first impulse was to buy several of 
each of these fine products to offer to our readers and 
mail order customers but the funds would have been used 
up rather quickly. Some of the items will be added to our 
inventory immediately with others to follow. In any case 
I'll try to direct you to stores selling some of the 
merchandise based on the manufacturer’s information. 
Universal Monster memorabilia is definitely out there, all 
you have to do is know what you're looking tor and of 
course have plenty of money if you're a completist type of 
collector. 

Hamilton Gifts Limited have recently released many new 
Universal Monster collectibles that can be found in gift 
stores throughout the country. The monsterous lineup 
includes 14* vinyl dolls of FRANKENSTEIN, DRACULA, 
WOLFMAN and THE CREATURE FROM THE BUCK 
UGOON along with 4* PVC figures of the same 
monsters but available with or without keychains. The 
monster's heads also appear as pencil toppers perfect for 
kids or the collector. The CREATURE also swims in the 
Black Lagoon in the somewhat unique waterball. To help 
you carry these well done collectible items home from the 
store you can also purchase two different gift bags. 
These high gloss paper bags are printed in full color with 
nice graphics and come complete with a thick red string 


to tie them shut One of the bags feature 
FRANKENSTEIN on one side and DRACUU on the 
other side. This bag is 10* wide by 13" high with 4‘ 
capacity and features slogans such as, The Thing 
Science Created But Could Not Destroy! He Walks 
Among Us!' and 'He Stalks The Living To Bite Their Neck 
and Drink Their Blood!'.

If you want to escape the modem world for almost 
8 minutes and experience a simpler world of 
SCARY MONSTERS this Is the music tape for you. 
It can make you feel like It's Halloween year-long or 
it's dark out when the sun Is still out. The music, 
lyrics, vocals and even the packaging are well done. 
The tape shell Itself Is a bright orange with black 
type and Immediately reminded me of those orange 
wax whistles sold at Halloween time. Only 500 of 
the cassette tapes are In existence, so besides 
being a very enjoyable monster music experience 
the tape Is also highly collectable. 



John Zacherle Is no stranger to the world of music 
having had a big hit way back In 1958 with DINNER 
wrTH DRAC. The song hit #6 of the national charts 
and Zacherle even appeared on the Dick Clark 
Show to perform the song that was banned In 
England. Other singles were released In the 
following years along with albums (see MONSTER 
MEMORIES tor Info on MONSTER MASH) to 
further showcase the talents of the 'Cool Ghoul'. 

The two new songs were released last Halloween 
and a review and the first ad for the tape appeared 
In the DecVJan. Issue of FILMFAX. Zacherley was 
interviewed on his old alma mater. WNEW-FM In 
New York where they also played his first hit 
DINNER WITH DRAC, then debuted the new song, 
GRAVE ROBBING TONIGHT followed by ZACK IS 
BACK on Halloween, October 31. 1991. 

Michael Gllks, a longtime Ian of Zach's and a guitar 
teacher for the last 14 years out on the east end of 
Long Island wrote the songs. After being a fan of 
Zacherley since around 1960, Mike finally got to 
meet him at a Long Island College In October of 
1988 and this led to them keeping In touch over the 
next few years. 

Michael explains In his own words how It all came 
about. 'IVe been a guitar teacher out here on the 
east end of LI. tor about 14 years now. IVe also 
done a lot of session work with my brother Rich 
who writes music for TV. Anyhow. It dawned on me 
one day that I should try writing a new song for 
Zach to perform. So In the summer of '90 I wrote 
ZACK IS BACK, made a demo with my brother and 
handed it to Zack at the first HORROTHON 
Convention he hosted In N J. that October. I got a 
call from him the

day before Halloween and he agreed to do it! He told me most of the time I had to keep one hand plastered over my 
mouth. We all took home copies of what we did that night 


hed call back soon with some future dates that hed be 
available to come record. Unfortunately, shortly after our 
telephone conversation, he injured his leg pretty badly. He 
pulled a ham siring and the pain prevented him from enduring 
any long car rides. In the months that followed Zach 
remained in touch with me periodically to let me know how he 
was doing. He also began to think we should change the title 
to ‘Drac is Back’ to give the song a broader appeal. I begged 
him to leave it the way it was because it was a Ian homage 
that meant a lot to me and that I would write a more generic 
type ol horror song to go along with ZACK IS BACK. He 
agreed and I set about writing GRAVE ROBBING TONIGHT. 
By the time we finished the demo and sent it to him, he was 
feeling better and seemed to like this song a lot more than the 
first one! 

We booked our first session with Engineer Barry Knoedl at 
Kno-Studios on March 5, 1991 . Zach showed up right on time 
at 7:30 pm. To my surprise, Zach wanted me to stand beside 
him and help cue him in and out of the lyrics. I purposely let! 
a lot of instrumental breaks in ZACK IS BACK so Zach would 
get a chance to do what he does best: AD LIB! He would do 
his best to get me to crack up into the live microphone, so 


and listened to them. We all agreed that although the songs 
were very tunny, they lacked flow. So I booked some more 
time at the studio to add sound effects, backup vocals and a 
lew instrumental changes. I called Zach to tell him what we 
were going to do, and to my astonishment he says: "Want me 
to come in and re-do the vocal?'. ..Did he really think I would 
say no? So, I had the pleasure ol working with Zach lor a 
second session on April 29, 1991 . This time around, we were 
all more relaxed and Zach came up with some truly classic ad 
libs on ZACH IS BACK. Once again, I spent a lot of the 
session trying not to laugh into the microphone. Getting the 
chance to work with Zacherley was a childhood dream come 
true and we all know how few ot those ever materialize. I 
consider mysell extremely fortunate!' 

Mike's brother, Richard, produced and plays keyboards on the 
songs. Jessica Schumpf, a niece ol Mike's and currently part 
ol a hot new all female rock band called SWEET LITTLE 
SISTER plays guitar along with Mike. Jan Uvena, an old 
friend of Richard's who has performed with Alice Cooper plays 
drums. Backup vocals: Mike Gilks, Mark Schumacher, Bill 
Kern and Barry Knoedl. Special thanks go to 


Engineer/Bassist Barry Knoedl lor taking pity on Mike's 
depleted financial condition during the second session and 
giving a reduced rate and finally donating a lot of his time. 

The luscious lyrics for the songs are presented on the 
opposite page to whet your monsterous appetites for these 
scary songs but without the sounds. So, if your curiosity is 
creeped, get the terror tape to try and dis'member'..2ACH IS 
BACK, ZACK IS BACK! 

But the story doesn't end here! On July 22, 1992; Zach, Mike, 
Richard, Barry, Jessica, Jan and Mark joined forces at Kno- 
Studios to record two all new original songs written once 
again by Michael Gilks. As tar as the new songs go, Mike 
says; The first one is called ETERNAL POLYESTER and 
provided Zach with a better opportunity to do some actual 
singing. The subject matter of the song deals with three 
things we would all be better oil avoiding: leisure suits, disco 
and hell! The second song is a tribute to Cool Ghoul's 
favorite beverage. In it he confides that his many years spent 
in graveyards has caused an unusual craving lor 
FORMALDEHYDE as a cocktail! It would seem only natural 
considering the line of work Zach's in!' 

No firm release date has been set for the new songs since 
they are still being mixed and a marketing plan is still being 
formulated.

WHO IS ZACHERLEY ? 

Zacherley is John Zacherle. one ol the pioneering horror hosts Irom the late 50's that 
hosted SHOCK THEATRE. He first appeared as "Roland" in Philadelphia for WCAU. 
then later as Zacherley for WA8C In New York and still later for WOR. Zacherle has 
remained busy over the years by first becoming a recording star on CAMEO 
PARKWAY RECORDS (the same company that recorded Chubby Checker). Then 
after SHOCK THEATRE left the airwaves. Zach ended up hosting mystery movies, 
cartoons. 50 s sci-fi monster movies and finally ended up hosting a teenage dance 
show called DISC-O-TEEN on WNJU in New Jersey before going into radio. Zacherle 
worked as a disc jockey for rock station WNEW and then WPLJ until 1980. He has 
since kept busy appearing on many specials on various TV stations including MTV 
and his voice was used for the creature in BRAIN DAMAGE (1988).

Taking familiar songs and substituting monsterous lyrics, they gave you 
pre-Weird Al parody albums starring the likes of Dracula, the Frankenstein 
Monster, the Wolfman, and their friends. DRACULA’S GREATEST HITS 
(RCA Victor, 1964) features everyone’s favorite Count belting out all time 
favorites like "I Want to Bite Your Hand, Drac the Knife, Ghoul Days, and 
Cany Me Back to Old Transylvania.' A mister Gene Moss does the 
vocalizing with your typical Bela Lugosi and Boris Karloff impersonation. 
Besides the twelve songs on the album, RCA Victor decided to throw in a 
set of fifteen monster cards drawn by Jack Davis (Gasp!). Jack Davis also 
did the record jacket which showed Dracula doing the Mitch Miller bit with 
a chorus of ghoulies in the background. The record is truly both a visual 
and audio treat. 

The other album in my collection is MONSTER MASH featuring John 
Zacherte from Paikway Records in 1962. 


At eleven years old and growing up in Louisiana in the 60's I had no idea 
who John Zacherte was. The name was as familiar to me as the name 
Gene Moss. Zacherte sings all the songs on this record including his 
version of MONSTER MASH. The songs are weirder than the ones 
featured on DRACULA'S GREATEST HITS and are flavored with 
Zacherle's own brand of humor.

In between the songs are spooky sound effects like those currently 
found on Halloween sound effects tapes. I know there were other monster 
song albums recorded before and after these two. It would be interesting 
to hear other reader’s MONSTER MEMORIES concerning these 
recordings.
